G.S.R. 1278. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4A of the 
Destructive Insects and Pests Act, 1914 (2 of 1914) and in supersession of the 
Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture 
(Department of Agriculture) G.S,R. No. 1145, dated the 8th October, 1959, the 
Central Government hereby prohibits with effect from the date of issue of this 
Notification, the export of potato tubers, grown in the State of West Bengal, from 
that State to any other State or Territory of India. 

Nothing in this Notification shall be deemed to apply to potato tubers, grown 
elsewhere and imported into the State of West Bengal, which are in transit through 
the State and the consignment of which is accompanied by a transit permit issued 
by the Plant Protection Adviser to the Government of India.

G.S.R. 1279. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
3 of the Destructive Insects and Pests Act, 1914 (2 of 1914), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following amendment in the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the late Department of Education Health and Lands No. 320-35A, 
dated the 20th July, 1936, namely:— 

In paragraph 6 of the said notification, after the existing proviso, the following 
further proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided further that potatoes, grown in the countries of the South-East 
Asia and Pacific Region, as defined in the Plant Protection Agreement 
for the South East Asia and Pacific Region of the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation of the United Nations of 1956, may be imported by 
sea or by air through the ports of Calcutta, subject to conditions (1), 
(3), (4), (5) and (6) specified in the preceding proviso”.
